The Activities Finance Council 
is currently reorganizing its 
budgetary guidelines, used to 
regulate funding procedures for 
campus activities 

Among possible changes dis- 
cussed was a suggestion at the 
meeting Monday to incorporate 
the funding categories of cultural 
and non - cultural activities under a 
single category, thus eliminating 
the need to distinguish the nature 
of each event 

The division of cultural funding 
from non - cultural was originally 


designated to that category, leav- 
ing the possibility of having funds 
available yet inaccessible 

In addition, a limit of one - sixth 
of the total available in the general 
fund would be placed on each ac- 
tivity, as well as a limit of one - third 
of any one activity of the con- 
tingency fund, available for jate re- 
quests and special events, such as 
guest speakers 

The review of the guidelines will 
continue through next week, and 
are expected to be submitted to the 
Associated Students, Inc. Senate 
in approximately two weeks for ap- 
proval

The cabbies talk about the prospects for the fall 
and winter cab business. Art has heard Reagan is 
coming to town, but the Perpetual Comb says 
business is going to come only when the legislature 
gets back in town 

The tall man with the sharp biue eyes and the 
subplots is going on about the incompetents 
surrounding him in the business. “I'll tell you about 
another one. This new kid Reynolds. He's too fast 
way too fast. He picked up a load at Watt and Riviera 
and cleared with me in 12 minutes.” He is continuing 
with other gossip about Virge, a 70 - year - old ex - 
basketbali referee turned cab driver (“that’s a good 
driver, that man’s a cab driver”) when Art jumps in 
the cab and yanks up his receiver He ack nowiedges 
the dispatcher, and we're off after the first fare ofthe 
evening 

“Everyone's got their problems,” Art says in 
reference to the gossip at the waiting spot, making a 
God - | - hear - a-lot- of -'em gesture “i hear’em till! 
go nuts sometimes. | hear all their complaints. Art is 
in his 50's and has been driving for Yellow Cab since 
shortly after he had an accident in the early 70s. The 
accident, which left Art with aless than steady hand 
ruined his television repair career He says Yeliow 
Cab, which kept a job waiting for him while he was 
recuperating from his injury, has treated him weil 

The first fare is a sharply dressed career - woman 
type who charges the ride to the State She is 
worried about the rain ruining her suede shoes 


‘You poor women.” teases Art 

“Yeah, we have it tough,” she laughs, and struts 
off into the night. Art tosses her a cheerful, but well 
worn good - night, and we're off again, back to wait 
at 11th and L. Waiting piays a big part in the taxi 
business these days 


We cruise down the treeway in approaching 
darkness, as Art and the bionde lady talk about the 
old houses in downtown Sacramento, and 
eventually, the good old days. They agree that 
things were better back then, and Art says “people 
don't know how to relax anymore _ tryin tomakea 
fast buck ... trying to make a livin .. trying to hook 
their neighbor’ 


‘That's true,” she says, and laughs softly 

The meter glows brightly in the encroaching 
darkness, clicking regularly. We finally settie on an 
instinct and what turns out to be a wrong number for

“You'll find that about women,” he says as she 
walks through the business complex, looking for the 
right office. “They don't know their address. They 
just wanna got to this place. | get so mad at my wife
